Looking back on the history of the class of '43, we see ourselves 
as sophomores organizing in the fall of '40. At our first meeting 
class sponsors were nominated, with Miss Bandow and Mr. 
Mater chosen as the result of the voting through the various 
sophomore home rooms. On November 15, 1940, the class of 
‘43 met in the auditorium, at which time the following officers 
were elected: Russell Lerner, president; Pauline Dahos, vice- 
president; Juanita Peters, secretary; Robert Lyon, treasurer; 
Jean Diener and Robert Rayl, social chairmen; Richard Miceli, 
Serg.-at-arms. 


Our first class party, a nautical party, was held in the. cafe- 
teria January I1, 1941. Dancing to the music of Joe Kies's band 
and a planned program were the entertainment. Carrying out 
the party theme, decorations and novelties were nautical. Re- 
treshments of ice cream bars, cokes, and cookies were served. 


The next semester, in the spring of ‘41, brought in new officers 
for the sophomore class. The election was held Friday morning, 
February 14, in the auditorium. The following people were 
chosen: Russell Lerner, president; Robert Frederick, vice-presi- 
dent; Juanita Peters, secretary; Page Glase, treasurer; Jean 
Diener and John Jeskewich, program chairmen; Richard Miceli, 
sergt.-at-arms. 


In March of ‘41 it was necessary for our class to meet with Mr. 
Mater to choose a new co-sponsor. Miss Bandow had resigned 
to be married. Miss Marie Siner was chosen to replace Miss 
Bandow. From then on, our two class sponsors, Miss Siner and 
Mr. Mater, have proven themselves capable sponsors and have 
guided us, wisely and well, throughout our school years. 


May 8, 1941, the Sophomore class held a Sweater Hop in the 
gymnasium. Only students sporting sweaters were admitted to 
the party. Dancing to Joe Kies's band and games comprised 
the entertainment; cokes, cookies, and ice-cream were served. 
The following fall, on Monday, October 31, 1941, as the 
junior class met in the gym to nominate officers. Five nomi- 
nations for each office were made from the floor and recorded 
by the secretary. After school that day, the nominating com-

mittee, appointed by the class sponsors, prepared the ticket. The following officers 
were elected by the members of the class: Charles Cole, president; Neal Decker 
vice-president; Juanita Peters, secretary; Jack Rowe, treasurer; Catherine Kipka 
and Robert Frederick, social chairmen, Richard Miceli, serg.-at-arms. 

Our class jewelry was selected by a group of juniors in the library on the evening 
of October 28. 1941. We chose a ring of modernistic desian with an eaale crest. 
December 12, 1941, was the date of a Christmas party for all juniors. The program 
included an accordian solo by Elizabeth Clayton and selections played on the 
bagpipes by Marilyn Artley. Tom Gorsuch's band furnished the music for the party. 
Refreshments consisted of sandwiches, cokes, and potato chips. 

On February 20 the class met to elect our spring semester officers: Charles Cole, 
president; Irvin Zavatsky, vice-president; Betty Flanders, secretary; Jack Rowe, 
treasurer; Phyllis Platt and Robert Frederick, social chairmen. 

On March 13, members of the junior class proved their capability as actors by 
presenting "June Mad" a three act comedy. Those playing the leads were Nancy 
Best and Joseph Rench. This same day, Friday, March 13, did not prove unlucky 
for us juniors, as we also proved ourselves capable, by publishing Junior Pen- 
nant Weekly. 

Our first prom on May 31, 1943 climaxed the junior year. Three hundred excited 
young people danced to the music of Jack Russell. In keeping with the theme of 
the "Tropical Isle," leas were worn with our formal dress. 

In the fall of 1942, 384 seniors came back to E.H.S., determined to make this 
last year a great big one. This year we divided the senior class and elected Janu- 
ary and June officers. Officers for the January class were: Melvin Kroeder, president; 
Elizabeth Gustafson, vice-president; Juanita Peters, secretary; Jack Rowe, treasurer; 
Gerry Humecke and Roy Weideman, social chairmen. Those elected for the June

Our last party, the traditional Kiddie’ party, was held in the cafeteria December 
5, 1942. Games, dancing, and refreshments were enjoyed. Prizes for the best 
costumes went to Edward LaRocque and Phyllis Snyder; for the most humorous 
costumes, Phyllis Platt and Bill Burrows. 

Caps and gowns were chosen in the first semester by the cap and gown committee 
who were: Elizabeth Gustafson, Jack Rowe, Juanita Peters, Dick McDowell, Melvin 
Kroeder, Phyllis Platt, June Oliver, James Peterson, Neal Decker, and Charles Cole. 
Announcements were chosen by a committee composed of Gerry Humecke, Jean- 
netta Shaw, Melvin Kroeder, Marcia Frye, Marcelle Hutchenreuter, Robert Fred- 
erick, Mary Kate Patterson, and Charles Cole. 

"Reminiscing" was the theme of the January Senior Day program which was given 
before the student body on January 21, 1943. 

For our senior play we chose ‘The Barretts’’ which we presented on May 14 under 
the direction of Mr. Ben Hudelson. The beautiful costumes, the setting, and the 
wonderful acting of the cast made every senior proud. 

May was a busy month for us with all the senior activities that were planned. These 
included: senior day on May 27, junior-senior prom Saturday, May 29, when we 
were guests of the junior class, baccalaureate services in the high school auditorium, 
Sunday, May 30. the senior girls' tea on June 2, and graduation exercises at Rice 
Field on June 3. 

The commencement exercises, always impressive, were made more so this year 
when, as the names of graduates were read, diplomas were awarded to some boys 
who were already in the armed forces.
